The opening day crowds came to 
the home practically entirely in auto- 
mobiles, drizzling rains forbidding use 
of street cars. On bright days, how- 
ever, those who choose to employ this 
means of transportation will find the 
walk from Peachtree road a pleas- 
ant one in every respect. 

Visitors of Sunday expressed keen 
appreciation of the many new and 
interesting features of construction 
and decorating embodied in the ideal 
dwelling of The Constitution. The 
staunch ¢onstruction of the home 
drew many exclamations of approba- 
tion and its exterior and interior 
beauties were the subject of universal

HEAVY SNOWFALLS 
BLOCKADE TRAINS 


ONLY 5 MEASURES 
OF LARGE IMPORT 
PASSEDBY SOLONS 


‘Congress Proves Moun- 
tain That Labored To 
Bring Forth Mouse; Ex- 
pect Much of March. 


Washington, March 4.—(#)—After 
three months of labor, congress has 
produced just five measures of ma- 
jor importance—the alien property re 
turn bill and four annual. supply 
measures, carrying a total appropria- 
tion of approximately a billion seven- 
hundred a.d fifty million dollars. 

Two others of the annua’ supply 
measures are in conference, having 
passed both houses, but four others 
are yet to be passed, with two, the 
navy and legislative, still to be re- 
ported by the house appropriations 
committee. 

Leaders expect to dispose of all 
of ‘these during the present month, 
thus. clearing the way for considera- 
tion of many of.the national prob- 
lems which face congress. 

One of these, flood relief, may be 
taken up in the. senate this week 
for several days of debate. The sen- 
ate program is indefinite, Lowever, as 
Muscle Shoals is the unfinished busi- 
ness and will be pressed if the spon- 
ror of the government control reso- 
lution, Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
is able to attend the senate sessions. 
He has been ill for several days. 

The house will have its respite 
from appropriation bills this week, de- 
voting its attention to the Norris 
White “lame duck” constitutional 
amendment ; the resolution to continue 
the life of the federal radio commis- 
sion und several hundred minor 
bills on the calendar. 

There again will be considerable 
activity by senate committees, but 
there will be a considerable let down 
in the work of the house committees. 
Farm relief in the form of a modi- 
fied MeNary-Haugen bilk wit hold 
the attention of the house agriculture 
committee. 

Investigation of the conditions in 
the central bituminous fields in Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and Ohio, will 
‘be started Tuesday by the senate in- 
terstate “commerce committ«: and is 
expected to overshadow all other com- 
mittee work unless the Teapot Dome 
investigators get back into action. 

Many witnesses, including officials 
of both the United Mine Workers of 
America and the Pennsylvania coal 
companies have been summoned. 

Before getting to the coal inquiry. 
the interstate commerce committee 
will consider the renomination of 
John J. Esch, of Wisconsin, as a 
member of the interstate commerce 
commission. Se.ious opposition to 
Esch developed during recent hearings 
and there will be a vigorous fight 
against confirmation. 

The irrigation committe again will 
consider Boulder Canyon dam _ legis- 
lation, beginning Wednesday. 

Having cleaned up 60-odd of the 
bills which were on its calendar last 
week, the senate will devote a couple 
of hours tomorrow to calendar work 
in the hope of disposing of a sizeable 
number of the 91 measures still re- 
maining. 


EMPEROR OF JAPAN

Passengers Suffer as’ 
Food Runs Out; Michi-| 
gan Lines See No Hope 
of Clearing Tracks.

(P)—A South Shore passenger train 
en route from Duluth, Minn., to Sault 
Ste Marie, is snowbound. in a bliz- 
zard near Strongs, 60 miles west of 
here, and a Soo Line passenger train 
from Chicago and Minneapolis is in a 
similar predicamen: at Rexton, 50 
miles west of here, according to -re- 
ports received tonight. The trains 
have been trapped in drifts since 
morning, according to the reports. 

The reports were received at the 
local offices of the railroads, All 
railroad, traction and automobile traf- | 
fic in this section of the upper Mich- 
-igan peninsula district is paralyzed 
as the result of the storm. Winds 
reaching the reloticty of a gale have 
been blowing for 24 hours piling up 
huge drifts in travel lanes. 

Railroad officials said it would be 
impossible to clear the tracks, as re- 
cent unmelted snows, cleared by plows, 
have made canyons which in places 
are higher than the train windows. As 
each snow came, plows pushed it 
hack to the walls of the cut, and 
these cuts, approximating tunnels in 
places, have become so narrow that 
there is no place in which to put the 
present drifts which have filled the 
canyons. 

All villages in this vicinity tonight 
were isolated as the result of the 
snow blockade. Street cars were not 
operated. here and city officials have 
issued an appeal to citizens to aid in 
clearing the streets. 

It was reported that many automo- 
biles caught in the storm were aban- 
dened on roads and buried by the 
now.

FRANCE WATCHES 
EFFECT OF SPEECH 


England Is Lethargic, 
Geneva Unimpressed and 
Germany Frankly Angry 
Over Italian Threat. 


‘Vienna, March 4.—(#)—Caution 
and moderation mark the comment by 
Austrian newspapers today on Pre 
mier Mussolini’s speech of yesterday 
to the Italian chamber denying op- 
pression of German-speaking residents 
in the South Tyrol. The conservative 
newspapers plead that the Tyrolese 
should at least enjoy the right of 
complaint and beg for international 
pity. 

The Reichspost, the organ of Chan- 
ceflor Seipel, deplores Mussvlini’s de- 
nial that sufferings of the former 
Austrian subjects do not constitute 
an international question. It declares 
that the Italian premier ignores the 
essence of. Austria’s real grievances. 
These, it alleges, are that the South 
Tyrolese are denied the use of their 
native tongue in the schools, churches 
or elsewhere; that they are forbidden 
even to recortt the identity of their 
dead on tombstones, to sing their na- 
tive songs, or to teach their children 
the scriptures in their mother tongue. 

The entire press joins in saying 
that the Tyrolese would be happy if 


they receive the same treatment that 
the now defunct Austro-Hungarian

“DOCTOR” CLEMENT SAYS HE IS STILL IN NEW YORK 


Writes Denial to Police 


New York, March 4.—(?)}—A let- 
ter was received today by police pur- 


Louis Clement, who is being sought 
for questioning in connection with the 


death of Miss Margaret Brown, Park 
avenue governess found two weeks 
ago in a pool of burning oil near 
Bernardsville, N. J. 

The letter, mailed Saturday even- 
ing from the City Hall park pesta] 
substation, said Dr. Clement had been 
making no effort to avoid police and 
that he would have visited police 
headquarters “but for the fact that I 
am penniless and cannot afford to 
retain anyone to represent me or pro- 
tect my interest.” 

“I can furnish proof that I have not 


been out of New York city since 
Thanksgiving day of November, 1927,” 
the letter read. . 

“If some Miss Brown or ‘Miller, (a 
governess friend of Miss Brown) claim 


to have recognized me in the park with 


a woman, they must be able to de- 
scribe some part of my wardrobe, viz., 
hat, coat, suit, etc. Now inasmuch 
as my wardrobs had been very limited 
for the last six years, I can soon sat- 
isfy all concerned as to the impossi- 
bility of the claim of recognition.” 

Police have stated that they: have 
no evidence to connect Dr. Clement 
with the death of Miss Brown, and 
hoped chiefly to learn from him of an- 
other man who had been using the 
name Clement. 

An examination:of photographs and 
specimens of handwriting convinced 
Deputy Inspector Carey in charge of 
the New York city homicide bureau 
that Charles A. Levine had beén in er- 
ror in believing that Dr. Clement 
might be Dr. Armgaard Karl Graves, 
reputed. to have been a German war 
time spy in America. 

Levine had told police that a man 
answering the description of Dr. 
Clement and who .gave his name as 
Armgaard Karl Graves had tried to 
interest him in a $4,000,000 South 
American aviation project.

San Diego, Cal., March 4.—(4)— 
Five men were killed this afternoon 
when the home-made experimental 
monoplane in which they were trav- 
eling nose-dived 300 feet to the earth 
at a point approximately 1,000 feet 
west of Ramona’s marriage place, his- 
toric spot in Old Town, to avoid a 
midair smash with a big passenger 
plane landing at the same time. The 


dead : 
W. W. Bird, pilot and builder of 


the plane, Point Loma. 

Ralph Craig, Coronado. 

Chester H. Kidwell, Ocean Beach. 

Clifford Dill, Coronado. 

Irving Thomas, address unknown. 

The pilot and his four passengers 
were thrown against the engine, which 
telecoped through the framework as 
the plane crashed. All but one of 
the men were dead when taken from 
the wreckage. The living man, be- 
lieved to have been Craig, died with- 
in a few minutes without recovering 
consciousness. Most of the victims 
were terribly lacerated. 

The plane was flying to a landing 
at the airport when it nose-dived to 
earth. Witnesses who saw it crash 
said that Bird apparently swung away 
from the field to give room to. a big 
Maddux air liner, which was _ land- 
ing and which had the right of way. 
As the Bird plane swung, its nose 
suddenly tipped forward and the plane 
half turned as it shot earthward, land- 


ing nose first. 
Bird and his four passengers left 


the Barnett field srpork at 11 o'clock 
this morning. His passengers ‘were 
recruited from among the men around 
the field, some of whom .had helped 
him oil and gas the plane. 

Warned Against Pilot. 

The passengers were warned © by 
attaches of the Mahoney airport that 
Bird had been refused a pilot’s. license 
from the city air control board on the 
ground of inexperience and that the 
plane had been “grounded” or ordered 
not to fly: by the same commission. 
They insisted, however, air men at the 
field. said, that they would “take a 
chance.” 

W. W. Gibson, chairman of the city 
air control board, and “Red”: Har- 
rigan, a member of the board, wit- 
nessed the crash from the Mahoney 
airport. They said-that the ship ev- 
idently was not airworthy and that 
when it was coming into the field it 
was not flying properly but had the 
left wing tipped. Gibson and Harri- 
gan said that -Bird had taken his 
machine .into the air in violation of 
the order of the air control board. 

Bird, builder of the plane, formet- 
ly was a contractor. He was badly 
injured some time ago when a “Jenny” 
plane he was operating crashed in 
the Tijuana river sand, and was 
wrecked. (The plane that crashed to- 
day was built about two months ago 
by Bird. It was powered with a 
Hispano-Suiza 220-h. p. engine. 

Of the victims of the crash three 
were married. Bird is survived by 
his widow; Craig leaves a widow and 
Dill is .survived by a widow and a 
three-and-a-half-year-old daughter, 

Attaches of the Mahoney field said 
that one of the victims, Irving Thom- 
as, had come to the office a short 
time before the Bird plane took off 
and asked for a job as-a pilot. He 
exhibited a diploma showing he had 
been a flying cadet in the army schools 
at Brooks and Kelly fields, Texas, 


14-Year-Old 
Bought Bride 
Dies for Love 


Buyer Slays Self and Unlov- 
ing Girl for Whom He 
' Paid $7,500. 


Chicago, March 4.—(4)—How a 14- 
year-old girl was “sold” by her moth- 
er to a 30-year-old man for $7,500, 
and her rejection of his attentions. 
which brought death ‘to both. were 
related in the man’s dying statement 
today. 

The man was Steve Tarvosoff, who 
for years roomed at the home of the 
girls mother, Mrs. A. Narusezizic. 
During that time he fell in love with 
the girl, Nar Fancy. When she be- 
came 14, he said, he bargained with 
her mother who accepted $7,500 as 
“full payment” for the girl. 

But Nar Fancy refused him, he 
said, and he moved to Milwaukee. 
Last night he returned, after several 
weeks’ absence, crept into the girl’s 
bedroom and shot her through the 
heart. Then he fatally wounded him- 


self. 


NO ORGANIZATION 


S MAJOR FAULT 
N WALSH BOOM 


Probing Senator’s Name 
Is Entered in Three 
States But There Is No 
Organized Force. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington, March 4.—Whether 
the entry of the name of Senator 
Walsh, of Montana, into the demo- 
cratic psimaries in California is to 
work an imporftant change in the dem- 
ocratic situation depends partly upon 
the amount of organization and ac- 
tivity with which it is followed up. 

Walsh’s name has been entered in 
two other states having primaries, 
South Dakota and Wisconsin, but 
aside from that, nothing has been 
done. ‘There is no organization such 
as there is behind the present western 
tour of Senator Reed, of Missouri. 
The chief impediment of the kind of 
campaign organization and activity 
which would make Walsh formidable, 
is Walsh himself. This was put inv 
words by an important democratic 
leader, who in speaking of the recent 
develoments said: 

“I have been urging Walsh as the 
logical and appropriate solution for 
our party dilemma, The chief diffi- 
culty is subjective with the senator 
himself. He is a man of such consum- 
mate modesty that the very necessary, 
though seemingly egotistic mechanics 
of starting a campaign boom, alarm 
him. He has an old-fashioned devo- 
tion to the principle, correct in theory 
but hopeless in practice, that the office 
should seek the man. I have tried in 
vain to argue him out of this by fry- 
ing to make him look upon himself not 
merely as a personality but as an 
apotheosis of a cause.” 

Some democratic leaders are confi- 
dent that if Walsh would make a west- 
ern speechmaking trip, such as Reed's 
present one, he would sweep the west 
much more successfully than Reed 
can, Walsh is free from Reed's han-

WATERS DROWN 
CRIES OF LADS 


Only One Boy Walked 
Willingly To Death, 
Other Realized He Was 
Being Led to Slaughter. 


Indiana Harbor, Ind., March 4.—() 
A confession, as strange as ever was 
nade by a parent, was signed today 
by George A. Chisholm. In it he ad- 
mitted pushing his two young sons 
into the Industrial canal here Feb- 
ruary 6. The bodies were recovered, 
one on February 22 and the other on 


March 1. 

In previous verbal statements Chis- 
holm declared he induced the _ boys, 
George 9, and Kdgar 7, to jump in, 
telling them they would see their 
grandmother, who is dead. 

Borrowing a pencil, Chisholm, who 
was arrested when continued absence 
of the two boys was noticed, with- 
out emotion, wrote the story of the 
tragedy, “after an all-night grilling. 
It was witnessed by Chief of Police 
James Regan and his assistant, J. V. 
Hines. 

The confession related the father’s 
farewell kiss to his sons. It set forth 
that he told the boys to play cowboys 
and lasso each other with wire. This 
done, he lured them to the brink of 
the Industrial canal, attaching a 
weight to each. He first pushed Ed- 
gar into the cold waters. George, the 
confession showed, realized in one 
brief instant he and his brother were 
doomed, but his screaming terror was 
stiffled in the water as his weighted 
body followed that of his brother's 
into the canal, 

The doctiment revealed that he had 
planned the same fate for Robert, 
twin of George, but for some reason 
the plans were not carried out. 

The motive assigned by Chisholm 
was the “nagging” © of Mrs. Helen 
Lawrence with whom he lived. She 
complained about the boys tracking 


.., in_ dict, Chisholm s2i0. He bad told - 


taken the el Ween ie a hom r 
which place they would be sdopted: 

Chisholm, a world war veteran, 
served overseas in the Canadian 
army. He separated frum his wife 
four years ago and left the children 
with his parents in Montreal. Last 
September he brought them back. 
George and Edgar wanted to go back 
to see their grandmother, Chisholm’s 
mother, but she died while they were 
here, he said. 

Chisholm showed his discharge from 
the army, indicating that he enlisted 
in the Canadian expeditionary forces 
March 23, 1915 and served through- 
out the war in France, being discharg- 
ed in 1919. 

He said he met Mrs. Lawrence four 
years ago, shortly before he and his 
wife, Ivy Reid Chisholm, separated. 
Mrs. Chisholm is now in Lowestoft, 
Suffolk, England. Letters found in- 
dicated Chisholm had recently refus- 
ed to tell her the whereabouits of the 


children. 


BIBLE GONFERENGE 
LAUNCHED SUNDAY 


Tabernacle Thronged To 
Hear Famous’ Boston 
Preacher; Three Ses- 
“sions Daily This Week. 


Despite incessant rain Sunday 
night, more than 3,000 persons 
thronged the Baptist Tabernacle, on 
the opening day of its 23rd annual 
Bible Conference, to hear a brilliant 
sermon by. Dr. J. C. Massee, pastor 
of the Tremont Temple at Boston and 
a native of Montezuma, Ga. 

Today’s program for the conference, 
which opened: an eight-day session 
Sunday morning, includes meetings at 
10 and 11 o'clock this morning; 2:50 
and 3:30 o’clock this afternoon, and 
6:15 and 7:30 o'clock tonight. 

Several churchmen of international 
prominence are here to address the 
conference, including Dr. H. A. Iron- 
side, of Los Angeles, first on today’s 
program, followed by Dr. William 
Lamb, of Australia. Dr. Ironside and 
Dr. Lamb are scheduled to address 
the afternoon sessions, with Dr. Mas- 
see to speak at night. 

In a powerful discourse aimed at 
the younger members of the congre-

AUGUSTA AS INLAND PORT. 

Writing in “The Week,” a re- 
view published by the utilities in- 
formation .committee of Georgia, 
Editor Hamilton, of the Augusta 
Chronicle, makes the prediction that 
in the next few years Augusta will 
become the great inland port of 
the southeast. 

Says Mr. Hamilton: 


“Augusta will become to the south- 
east what Houston, Texas, is to the 
southwest. Twenty years ago Hous- 
ton was a struggling city of some 40,- 
000 inhabitants and now she is one 
of the great metropolises of the south, 
the fastest growing city in the great 
state of Texas, where there are such 
cities as Dallas, San Antonio, Fort 
Worth and Galveston. Houston 
seized her opportunity of dredging 
Buffalo Bayou, a sluggish stream 
emptying into the Gulf of Mexico, and 
from a’ stream which could: hardly 
float a 200-ton packet boat 20 years 
agv, Houston now has a ship channel 
which will accommodate ships of 23 
feet draught and the largest ocean 
freighters now dock at her wharves, 
while she has become a distributing 
\center ior that entire section of the 
‘southwest. Houston is approximately 
GO miles from the guif and Augusta 
over 200 miles from the sea. The 
; cases are parallel in that Augusta 
|will become the great distributing 
center for the southeast, just as Hous. 
ton has become for the southwest, but 
this writer does not attempt to fore- 
cast 30 feet of water at Augusta.”

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Just a word about a new old hook 
and I will have finished for today— 

For several months I had been trr- 
ing to get a copy of “Bartram's 
Travels” for my owuglibrary. It seem- 
ed to be impessible. 

About ten days ago Dr. Lee Wor- 
sham, state entomologist, loaned me 
his copy of fhe original print to read. | 

It was worn and discolored, but so 
sacred and so priceless that I had to; 
put it in the vault at night for fear | 
some ill might befall it. 

Then, as if by an almost uncanny 
coincidence, Miss Wilsen, our book 
editor and librarian, handed me a 
copy of an 1928 edition, just off the 
publishers’ presses. 

Think of it! Reprinted 157 years 
after the first and only American 
production ! 

In Carlyle’s letters will be found | 
the following, written to Emerson— 

“Do you know Bartram’s “Iravels? 
Treats of Florida chiefly, has a won- 
derful kind of floundering eloquence 
in it: and has grown immeasurably 
old. All American libraries ought to 
provide themselves with that kind of 
hook: and keep them as a_ future 
Biblical article.” 

It was first published in Philadel- 
phia in 1791, and the next year ap- 
peared in London, where Coleridge 
read it as early as 1794. 

Coleridge was indebted to it not 
only for ideas about America, whither 
at this time he dreamed of going 
and founding an ideal colony to he 
inhiabited by poets and philosophers, 
but for many of the gorgeous images 
which later found théir way into 
“The Ancient Mariner,” “Kubla | 
Khan,” and lesser poems. 

Later in his life he called it the | 
last book “written in the spirit of | 
the. old travellers.” 

It was also an important source 
for Wordsworth, likewise an enthu- 
siastic reader of travel literature. 

“She was a phantom of delight” and 
“Ruth” both distinctly show its in- 
fluence, and it is believed that Words- 
worth took Bartram’s buok with him 
to Germany in 1798. 

William Bartram was the son of 
John Bartram, of Philadelphia, and 
like his father was a botanist who 
travelled widely for specimens. 

The eldér: Bartram, who incidental- 
ly wrote with William Stork a “De- 
scription of Hast Ficrida,” established 
the first botanical garden in America, 
part of which is now preserved in 
Philadelphia as a city park. 

William Bartram'’s famous book, | 
long a collector's item and valuable 
not only for its poetry and its nar- 
rative but for its botanical and ethno- | 
logical record, is given in the 1928 
reprint, 

The authcr combined in his very 
pleasing disposition a gentle and pas- 
sionate love of nature with a zeal | 
for study and report; his account of 
the southeastern Indians is one of 
the hest for the period. 

I find the book interesting not only 
for its information and for the fact 
that it inspired passages in several 
of the most famous of English poema, 
but for its story and for its picture 
of other days already “grown immeas- 
urably old,”

“Bartram’s Travels” is a book espe- 
cially interesting to Georgians for he 
spent months in this state making 
his investigations. - 

Although renowned as a_ scientist 
he subsequently developed into one of 
the greatest of descriptive writers. 

Anyway while I would be pleased 
to have the original print, in the old 
English composition of the time, it 
is deeply gratifying to be able to get 
a copy of this year’s reprint. I had 
not the slightest dreain when I began 
the quest that at the moment a new 
edition, after the generations that had 
gone, was actually on the presses.

He prob- 
erly considers goiter the easiest known 
disease to prevent. Dr. Kimball class- 
ed such statements as the one quoted 
from the facsmile operator as “pure 
bunk.” He declared that there is 
more. iodin in a can of salmon or tuna 
than one is likely to get in iodized 
salt in a whole month. 

Myself, I like lots of iodin. We use 
iodized salt exclusively at our house, 
and then I keep a vial of homely 
tincture of iodin, and every week or 
two Tong the perpetual. pup and I 
take a drop in our drinking water. 
We thing it keeps us from zoing, 
stale. ‘ 

I believe the universal use of iodiz- 
ed salt instead of ordinary salt in 
cooking and for the table use much 
good and never any harm.

Tales of a Wayside Tee

The chief point-in golf instruction 
is ‘not to be told what your fault is, 
buy why the fault exists and how it 
may be corrected in the simplest man- 


ner—if any golf fault can be cor- 
rected in a simple manner. 

There is no good to be accomplished 
when you top a drive or,an approach 
and you are told that yol lifted your 
head. You know that bitter piece 
of information béfore anyone speaks. 

There is nothing to be gained when 
you are told, after a slice, that you 
are cutting across the ball. It is 
something different to be told why 
you are cutting across thé ball and 
how you may correct the fault by do- 
ing so and so. 


Here is an example of the point in- 
tended. Some time ago I sought the 
counsel of a professional in: regard to 
consistent half heeling or slicing iron 
shots. He watched a shot or two, 
and then remarked: “You are getting 
your right side around too quickly. 
you are getting it too far in front of 
the hands and the club head. Don't 
let it come around so soon.” 

“TI have known that for about three 
months,” I suggestéd, “But what I 
want to know is; why is the right side 
coming around too quickly, and hdw 
can it. be stopped,” : 

So he. suggested a few more belts 
at the hall. “Now,” he said. “I can 
see the trouble. You are stopping 
your left*side on the back swing. You 
are not letting your body turn as far 
as it should. Naturally, -with only 
with a half body turn, the right side, 
on the down swing, is going to get 
ahead of schedule because it. hasn’t 
far to go, Let the left side turn 
as far as it can, then you won't have 
to worry about the right shoulder and 
right side getting ahead of the swing.” 

This was something else. It was 
at least something to reach for. I 
found in trying out the cure that it 
yave forth pleasing benefits. I also 
found that it is difficult to cure a 
set fault on any short notice. After 
two or three balls had been fairly 


well hit the slice would report for 
duty again. “You thought,” the pro 
said, “you were letting the left side 
come around, but that time you 
stopped, but that time you stopped it 
again. You will have to exaggerate 
the cure for a while in order to be 
sure of letting the turn from left 
to right, go far enough. Don’t be 
afraid to exaggerate the cure until 
you have corrected the old habit.” 


This isn’t a bad suggestion. When 
a bal fault has turned into a fixed 
habit it is one of the simplest things 
in the réalm of existence to keep go 
ing back to the old habit, even when 
you are certain you are correcting it. 
There are times when an exaggeration 
of the cure is the only thing that 
will help. I knew another golfer who 
had the habit of stopping his left side 
as he hit the ball. This resulted in 
a bad hook. . He couldn't let his body 
follow the hands the club head for- 
ward. A certain well-known pro 
worked over this fault for some time, 
with no benefit resulting. The golfer 
couldn’t unlock his left side at the 
moment of impact. He was whipping 
the club head through ahead of sched- 
ule. Finally his instructor suggest- 
ed this cure: “As you hit the ball 
step forward. Swing with the .idea 
in your head that you are going to 
step forward as the ball is hit. Nev- 
er mind where the ball goes.” The 


player tried out this plan and it soon] 


began to work. It was not a habit 
to be followed consistently or contin- 
ually, but it was a move planned to 
correct a fault that apparently could 
not be corrected in any other way. 
Episodes of this sort come up fre- 
quently in golf. When a bad habit 
gets planted there are times when i 
tukes some violent maneuver to blast 
it out. And unless the blasting out 
takes place, there will be practically 
no balm left in the golfer’s Gilead 
as said habit eats away his soul. The 
keen-eyed instructor frequently has to 
locate some exaggerated remedy to 
bring the player back to something 
approaching a correct swing.

‘America’s Chances in Middle Distance Events at Olym- 


pics Become Considerably Brighter.

New York, March 4.—Some of the gloom with which track ex- 
perts are wont to view the chances of American athletes in the running 
events at Amsterdam has been lifted by the smashing half-mile which 
Lloyd Hahn, of Nebraska and the Boston A. A.,, tore off just as the cur- 


tain fell upon the indoor season. 
A popular tendency towards pessim- 
the chances of Hahn and 


middle distance stairs of Europe are 
discussed is bound to diminish when 
the amazing figures hung up-by the 
Nebraskan—1 :51 2-5 for the 880-yard 
run—are analyzed. 

Moreover, a plan to send Hahn 
abroad in advance of the rest of the 
American team has regained fayor as 
a result of the world’s record estab- 
lished Saturday night as a climax to 
the winter's track and field perform- 
ances. 

The Amateur Athletic union has 
frowned upon the proposal to favor 
the Nebraskan or anyone else, but 
Secretary Dan Ferris admitted that it 
still is possible for Hahn to go to 
turope for a month's training next 
summer, provided he or his friends 
pay his expenses. 

Erasure. 


Dr. Otto Peltzer, who stood beside 
the track in the 102nd = engineers’ 
armory, watching Hahn’ erase the 
record for half’ miles of .all time—in- 
door and ont—which had stood to the 
German's credit since 1926, strongly 
urged that the B. A. A: runner take 
advantage of at least a month in 
England or Holland before the Olym- 
pic games, 

Ferris explained that it was the 
policy ef the A. A. U. to insist that 
all athletes*desirous of “‘making” the 
American Olympic team compete in 
the sectional and final tryouts. 

“It’s the only fair way,” said Fer- 
ris. “Why should Hahn be favored?’ 

The A. A. U. secretary agreed, how- 
ever, that if the Nebraskan were to go 
abroad “on his own” and train for 
the Olympics he would not be barred 
from the United States team. Hahn 
merely would have to convince the 
American selections committee that 
he was among the best middle distance 
runners available for the 800 and 1,- 
2900 meters event at Amsterdam. 

Pessimism. 

Until last night. there had. been a 
tendency to feel that Hahn might be 
over-rateg, due to @ dearth of com- 


self declared he did not believe he or 
anyone else from the United States 
could win the 800 or 1,500 meter runs 
in next summer’s games. Ferris and 
other officials of the. A. A. U. had 
been pessimistic on the subject. 

And then Hahn,. without any spe- 
cial pointing. or preparation, stepped 
out Saturday night and smashed all 
existing records for the hatf mile. 
His 1:51 2-5 was 1-5 of a second bet- 
ter than Dr. Peltzer’s in Swedcn two 
years ago. It was 3 1-5 seconds. bet- 
ter. than the previous indoor mark 
hung up in a relay rate by Parsons 
of Yale, 24 years ago. 


Hahn, pleased with his _ success, 
now believes he may be able to repeat 
it at Amsterdam. But he insists he 
cannot if compelled to make the long, 
slow boat trip with the team, and if 
he has only a week or téh days to 
become acclimated in Holland. 

It seems to be an excellent oppor- 
tunity for some folks who*would like 
to see the Nebraskan afforded an op- 
portunity to give his West in the 
Olympics to come forward and pro- 
vide him with ‘the necessary expenses.

Texas Mat Star Has Met Strangler Twice; Meeting Tues- 
day Night at Auditorium Creates Interest. 


Although Ed “Strangler” Lewis is generally regarded gs the most 
brutal and dangerous heavyweight champion that the wrestling game has 
ever known, Paul Jones, the youthful Texan, is not worried about his 
match with the title holder at the city auditorium Tuesday night. 
Jones has met Lewis twice before, and in each instance. escaped without 


bodily harm. 

In fact, Jones contends that he 
bested Lewis in their first encounter, 
which was staged in Houston, Texas,’ 
in 1925. However, the victory was 
more of a negative than positive tri- 
umph, as it. was a.-hapdicap. match, 
in which Lewis conceded: thé.Texan 
one fall. In their gruelling _two- 
hour encounter Lewis failed to pin 
Jones and hence that young man was 
regarded as the winner, although he in 
turn had failed to throw Lewis. 

The two-met again a féw months 
after that and Lewis managed to beat 
Jones, however, 
pointed out that “he didn't -get his 
famous headlock on me, I was too

In recent 
years our business men have been ob- 
sessed with the possibilities of mass 
production, We have gone ahead on 
the theory that operating costs would 
be greatly reduced by mass produc- 
tien which at the same time would 
furnish full employment for our la+ 
bor at high wages, thus creating the 
huying power necessary to dispose of 
most of our record breaking produc- 
tion, 

This. theory was held at the close 
of 1927 with many of our 
financial and industrial-leaders pre- 
dieting confidently that 1928 would 
see even greater activity and pros- 
perity than any heretofore witnessed. 

Only two months of 1928 have 
passed but with our financial and in- 
dustrial leaders realizing that some- 
thing unexpected at the close of 1927 
has ‘happened. 

Industrial employment for Decem- 
ber we are now finding out through 
the United States labor bureau at 
Washington was the smallest for any 
since 1922 and the small- 
est for any month since August of 
1924.

Human skill in glass making. was be- 
lieved irreplacable.” He then pointed 
out how a handfal ef mea are now 
making glass by machinéry that until 
recently required 700 men. He point- 
ed out that in.ten years our popula- 
tion has increased by 20,000,000: that 
to supply the needs of this larger 
population on the basis of 1919 pro- 
(luction would now take 140 men 
for every 100 then employed, but in- 
stead, through the use of machinery 
we are meeting the nation’s needs with 
« per cent fewer workers. He believes 
that our way out is to develop new 
industries that will furnish work for 
the unemployed. No better illustra- 
tion of what Secretary Davis has in 
mind can be found than in the re-
